British Museum Official Vis* 
its McGill En Route To 
Chicago 

Leaving this week for Chicago, Dr! 
O. R. Lomer, University Librarian, 
Mrs. Mary Duncan Carter of the Lib- 
rary School, and Miss L.uA.V^young, 
also of the Library, are attending' there 
the international conference bf the 
American Library Association from' 
October 16th to 21st at which most 
of the . countries of Europe as well' as' 
Canada and thé United States will be 
represented. 

The convention is held for the pur- 
pose of discussing problems arising in 
library work, all phases being con- 
sidered at the round tAble conferences 
planned for the duration of the meet 
Ing. The delegates will also attend 
the ' World's Pair and visit the 
libraries of the city of Chicago. Next 
year the convention of the Association 
will be held in Montreal. 

Offlçlà l Visits McOlll 

rArunmUaBsdaile, secretary of the 
British Museum and also editor of the 
"Librkry Association Record" was' at 
McGill on Monday on his way to Chi 
cage. He expressed his disappointment 
that, owing to the holiday, the Red- 
path Library \yas closed but he did 
meet and have lunch with the execu- 
tives of the library. 

Among prominent delegates at the 
convention will be Alfred K. M. Chiu; 
Librarian of the Chinese-Japanese 
llbraiy at Harvard University; Isak 
CoUiJii, director of the Royal Library 
at Stockliolm and the Honorary Presi- 
dent of the International Federation of 
Library Associations; Marcel Godet, 
director of the National Library of 
Switzerland at Berne;' T. P. Stevensma, 
librarian of the League of Nations; 
and Monsignor Eugene Tisserant, direc- 
tor of the Vatican Library. Other na- 
tions being represented are France, 
Italy, Germany,' Spain, and Roiimania.

Some of these delegates are being 
sent by their countries or associations 
and lOthers by grants from the Carnegie 
Endowment for International Peace 
arid . the Rockefeller Foundation 
through the American Library As-

capital, on which to earn incoiiie; (2) 
the cessation of interest payments on 
investmènts held. 

Within the last seven years the 
total deficits have amounted to nearly 
$2,000,000— and to that extent the Uni- 
versity has been existing on its capital. 
Income from Interest dropped $162',000 
during the past year and a further 
drop of $45,000 Is anticipated for the 
coming year. The fact that many of 
the University's investments are now 
yielding no income at all is largely 
responsible for this large decrease, 
Fees Increase Income 

The Increased income received from 
fees last year amounted^ to $07,000. 
Over $71,000 was saved through rcduc-. 
tions in salaries and wages. Yet the 
eilect of these increaies in revenue 
and savings in expenditure was prac- 
tically wiped out by the great drop in 
Income. Salaries arc again being cut 
this year by $30,000, wages by $15,000 
and appropriations by morel than $80,- 
000 but again these curtailments , will 
be greatly nullified by the drop in

bsen adopted tcmpor.irIly although 
one replacement hds been made in the 
Department of Philosophy, Professor

The vacancies left by Pro- 
fessor Waugh in History and Dean 
Barton at Macdonald College remain. 
In each case the University suflerlng 
a severe loss. 

Substantial • economics have been 
made in Light, Heat and Power in the 
last five 'years and as a result the an- 
i^ual'cost for these services has been 
reduced by $20,000.

French Films 

Among the_ many cinema-lovers at McGlU, how 
many take advantage of the excellent and unusual 
opportunity offered them in the French film? In 
these days when a knowledge , of French is bccom- 
Ine more and more of a pracfiMl^ecesslty and less 
of K cultural distingulshinn^^^^t is becoming 
coiTCspondingly easier to'^lSOTHTOR For the ad- 
vanced student, there is the dist^^Uhod Parisian 
visiting company, now well adva'riced in 'a second 
prosperous week at His "'.".jcsty's; as well as the 
more . intimate Stella Theatre, where a stock com- 
pany of gcneml excellence continues quietly to 
pack houses week by week. 'The partially-advanced 
student' will perhaps find the film easier .to follow. 
On the stage there is little physical movement: 
practically everything depends for revelation on 
the spoken word — if missed, the meanhig of whole 
scenes, to say nothing of subtle Innuendo or double 
entendre, may go for nothing. This Is hot, to a 
great extent, the case with the film, where a gftat 
deal depends on, pantomlnc, where one's eyes can 
wander away from the nriouth: of the spc3'.:crs to 
include technical details, and where the language 
itself, because of greater use of the close-up, is 
generally more cosily heard and comprehended. 

The follower of the cinema will likewise find a 
great relief, in the French* film's difference of ap- 
proach, from the deadening monotony of the Am- 
erican product with which he, is satiated. On local 
screens, duri ngji^ ^||preswt|M ^ first-run 
nims of unusuarinterSiVm™ "La Ma- 

delon" relates the amusing results of a Pyramls 
and Thlsbc love-affair, the ,w?ll In this case separ- 
ating the hero, in military barracks, from the 
heroine who is lodged in strict boarding-school. 
Much of the comedy depends on Armand Bernard, 
a comic of the Jinuny Durante type, though bless- 
ed with more subtlety, and the diminutive Jeannine 
Kîcrrey. inic; photograpihy^^te^ restricted, and 
follows the players everywhere, revealing them In 
unexpectedly ludicrous situations which a know- 
ledge of French is not essential to appreciate:^_ Jhe 
latest '"-vof Georges Milton, "Nu Comme Un-Vtr': 
is an original comedy that cleverly twists the poor- 
man-become-rlch theme Into a new angle. Milton 
is truly of the people, a loveable gamin, whose en- 
chanting smile and sunny disposl Ooni L CTi rCT,! him 
on the crest of the wave. He has '^discovered the 
essential of audience sympathy, and makes au- 
diences laugh with him as Chaplin did, not at him 
as Keaton did. Again cleverness of photography 
and technique must be Instanced, particularly hi 
a skilfully-conceived dream-scene, where the re- 
sources of camera become apparent. Through- 
out both plctui-es runs an under-current of gay 
music, an Invaluable accompaniment rtuned to the 
mood, and occasional sprightly lyrics almost essen- 
tial to the action. One never' feels the m'driotonous- 
ly recurring regularity of the American "theme 
song."

Engliêh Films 

A British correspondent, has written for an 
honest Canadian opinion on Ënglisii movies shown 
here. Well, here it is! There ihas^been a regret- 
table tendency of late to e.uii«i^Ku ^l8n'g il8h movies 
just "l^becmise^ tiiey^ papers 
have carried this' prara^'^asV^ so that 

one can scarcely now distinguish between the good 
and the bad. One needs only to Instance last year's 
"Looking on the Bright Side," "Jack's the" Boy", 
"The Love Contract" which were given the same 
enthusiastic -publicity' as "The Good. Companions" 
and '"Rome Express". When it comes to amuse- 
ment, Mr. Movie-Goer doesn't give a rap for pa- 
triotïcv-sùpport. There exists, then, a confusion 
and-'general distrust of the whole product. I sug- 
gest that more skilful advertising would better this 
state of affairs. 

The British fllm-player is not, as in Hollywood, 
recruited directly ' for the fllm^, publicized and 
made muCh of, photographed in every possible 
pose, yvrltten about in ever newspaper and fan 
magazine, etc.; but for the most part is recruited 
from the stage, and though distinguished in his 
line, not known to the rank and file. Contrast the 
popularity here of Janet Gaynor, Predrlc March, 
Wallace Beery and Garbo with that of Ccdric 
Hardwicke, Madeleine Carroll, or Jessie. Matthews. 
It is a strange .state of affairs that unless the. stars 
have appeared in American successes and ' been 
subjected to American publicizing methods, as has 
been the cose with Herbert Marshall, Jack Buch- 
anan and Charles Lnughton; little is known about 
them, ahd consequently little interest taken. It is 
a well-known psychologisal fact that the film pub- 
lic is attracted more by laces than by stories. By^ 
the wide publicity given their players, tlic^^^^l^ 
can producers seel: to reveal their glamorous pér- 
.!:onalitics us hiunan beings of much the Same, na- 
lures and lives as their fan-rollowcrs, Only by tills 
method, it is felt, can the sympathy . necessary for 
trlie popularity b3 gained. The British producer 
on the contrary, gives out little or no "human" 
publicity of his players, and it is small wonder that 
the average frequenter of mbvies does not know 
them. ' . 

The whole state of affairs bolls down to bad 
advertising. Take the case of the splendid Gau- 
mpnt version of, "Good. Companions". When shown 
in this country, it' was' advertised as made frohi 
Prlestly's famous book, attended by Their Majes- 
ties, having run for so long in London, pialscd 
by Canadian critics, etc-, — scarcely a word about 
: the members of a star-studded cast that included 
such excellent players as John Gielgud, Edmund 
Gwenn, Jessie Matthews, Edmund Nuhn, E. W-
